TEMPLAR MASONRY 


Chivalric Freemasonry conforms to a pattern 
of ethical conduct exemplified by those associa- 
tions of soldier-friars who defended the Holy City 
of Jerusalem, which contained the edifice which 
is symbolically constructed and restored in Sym- 
bolic, Capitular & Cryptic Freemasonry. Chivalric 
Freemasonry consists at present of four Orders: 
The Order of the Red Cross, the Order of the 
Mediterranean Pass, the Order of Malta, and the 
Order of the Temple. The allegorical illustrations 
used in Chivalric Freemasonry, with the excep- 
tion of those taught in the Order of the Red 
Cross, are based on the rules, duties, and achieve- 
ments of the two great religious and military 
Orders of the Temple and of St. John, known 
respectively as the Knights Templar and the 


Knights Hospitaller. 


Various interpretations based on_ historic 
evidence have been advanced to show that Chival- 
ric Freemasonry is the lineal descendant of the 
religious and military Orders of the Knights Templar 
and Knights Hospitaller. While there may be a 
reasonable basis for doubting this theory, it can- 
not be denied that Chivalric Freemasonry has 
preserved the traditions of the two great Orders 
in the allegorical lessons used to teach the lessons 
of Chivalric Freemasonry. Although many writers 
have advanced partial proof of this continued 
existence after the suppression of the Templars 
in 1314, none has been able to trace the inter- 


vening and connecting events with historical 
accuracy.

RT. EM. SIR NELSON W. ALDRICH 


The Masonic Fraternity, and Grand Com- 
mandery in particular, has been fortunate in its 
ability to attract men of outstanding ability to its 
ranks and to positions of leadership. Such a man 
was Rt. Eminent Sir Nelson Wilmarth Aldrich of 
Rhode Island who became Grand Commander of 


Massachusetts and Rhode Island in 1879 at the 
age of 38. 


Aldrich was born in Foster, R.I. on Novem- 
ber 6, 1841. His family moved to Killingly, Conn., 
and his early education was in the schools of that 
town. Subsequently he attended the academy at 
East Greenwich, R.I., for a time, leaving there 
at the age of sixteen to accept a position as book- 
keeper in Providence. In 1865 he was admitted 
a partner in his firm, Waldron, Wightman & 
Company, and this partnership continued for more 
than thirty years. He was elected a director of the 


Roger Williams Bank of Providence in 1872, and 
became President of the First National Bank of 
Providence in 1877. He was President of the 
Providence Board of Trade in 1878. 


From his early manhood he took an active 
interest in public affairs; was a member of the 
Common Council of Providence from the fifth 
ward, 1869 to 1871; sixth ward, June, 1872 to 
January, 1875. President of that body from 
1871 to 1873. He was elected to the General 
Assembly of Rhode Island in 1875, and re-elected 
the following year. During his second term of 
service he was chosen Speaker of the House. 


In 1878 he was elected a Representative to 
the Forty-sixth Congress. In 1880 he was re- 
elected by the largest vote ever cast for a Rep- 
resentative in his district. 


In 1881 he was elected to the Senate of the 
United States, and held that position for several 
terms, being recognized as one of the most prom- 
inent and able members of that body. 


Aldrich was Knighted in Calvary Command- 
ery No. 13, East Providence, in 1867, and was 
installed as its Eminent Commander in 1870. He 
was elected Grand Commander of Massachusetts 
and Rhode Island in 1879. 


The name of this prominent Citizen, States- 
man, and Templar, which had dimmed with the 
passage of time, might have faded altogether 
from our memories were it not for his grandson. 


Nelson Aldrich Rockefeller, when being 
sworn in as Vice President of the United States, 
credited his maternal grandfather’s life as being 
the example which first led him to public service.

OUR PAST COMMANDERS 

It is fitting that in this our 175th anniversary 
year, we review our history through brief bio- 
graphical sketches of some of our distinguished 
Past Commanders. We are most fortunate to have 
been served by some of the brightest lights in 
Freemasonry. We are certain that the example 
of their lives will prove inspirational and give us an 
even greater appreciation for the history and 


traditions of Boston Commandery. 


GENERAL SAMUEL CROCKER LAWRENCE 


Samuel Crocker Lawrence was born in Medford on 
November 22, 1832, the son of Daniel and Elizabeth 
Crocker Lawrence. He attended the Medford schools and 
Lawrence Academy in Groton, and graduated from Harvard 
College in the Class of 1855. Soon after graduation he 
was commissioned 3rd Lieutenant in Company E of the Sth 
Massachusetts Infantry. He quickly advanced to Colonel of 
the regiment to which his Company was attached. 


Believing that war between the North and South was 
inevitable, Colonel Lawrence engaged an officer of the 
French army to instruct his regiment in tactics and drill. 
Thus, when Fort Sumpter was fired upon on April 12, 
1861, he was prepared with a command fully trained and 
ready to take the field. The record of his regiment is 
historic. In the first battle of Bull Run it held its ground 
and continued battle a full three hours after General 
Heintzleman has declared that all was lost. During the 
battle, Colonel Lawrence was wounded and left for dead. 
Fortunately, he was later found by his adjutant, revived, 
and carried to the Union lines. Suffering from wounds, he 
returned with his command to Boston where he was en- 
thusiastically welcomed home. 

Despite his injuries and poor health, he again reported 
for active duty, but as the national capital was no longer in 
danger, his services were declined. During his stay in Wash- 
ington he developed a warm friendship with President 
Lincoln which was a source of pride and comfort to him 
during his entire life. On July 9, 1862, he was com- 
missioned a Brigadier General. After the war and during the 


remainder of his life, he continued his zealous interest in, 
and connection with, military affairs. 

General Lawrence was always deeply interested in 
public affairs, but generally declined public office. How- 
ever, when his native town of Medford became a city, he 
accepted the honor of being elected its first Mayor. 

In his long and successful career in the business and 
financial world, General Lawrence’s name was synonymous 
with honesty and upright dealing, and his achievements 
spelled success in every venture. As well as being sole 
proprietor of the family business, Daniel Lawrence & Sons, 
he was one of the committee to reorganize the Atchison, 
Topeka & Santa Fe Railroad, and was a director of several 
other railroads including the Boston and Maine. He also 
held responsible positions in banking and insurance. 

Lawrence became interested in Freemasonry while 
still in college, and received his degrees in Hiram Lodge of 
Arlington in 1854. He later became a charter member of 
Mt. Hermon Lodge, and served as its Master from 1862 to 
1865. He served Grand Lodge in various capacities and was 
elected Grand Master of Masons in 1881, 1882, and 1883. 

General Samuel Crocker Lawrence was an active 
member of Boston Commandery and one of its ablest 
Commanders. He served as Eminent Commander from 1873 
to 1875, establishing an enviable record of achievement. In 
1894 he was elected Grand Commander of the Grand Com- 
mandery of Massachusetts and Rhode Island. 

His long life of usefulness and successful endeavor 
ended on Sunday, September 24, 1911.

WINSLOW LEWIS 


Winslow Lewis was born in Boston on July 8, 
1799, and pursued a preparatory course of study 
under the tutelage of Mr. Daniel Staniford before 
entering Harvard College where he graduated 
with honor in the class of 1819. He studied medi- 
cine and surgery under Dr. John C. Warren of 
Boston and, after being admitted to practice, 
continued his studies in London and Paris. He 
quickly rose to distinction in his profession and, 


upon the death of Dr. Warren, succeeded him 


as consulting surgeon in the Massachusetts General 


Hospital. 


While engaging in a varied and extensive 
practice for thirty-five years, Dr. Lewis found 
time to educate hundreds of young men as sur- 
geons and anatomists. He also found time to 
serve as an overseer of Harvard College, as a mem- 
ber of the Boston City Council, and as a Rep- 


resentative to the General Court of Massachusetts. 


Dr. Lewis was raised a Master Mason in 
Columbian Lodge on February 3, 1831, became 
a member of St. John’s Lodge in 1834, and was 
one of the charter members of Winslow Lewis 
Lodge which was formed in 1858 and named 
in his honor. He was an officer of the Grand 
Lodge of Massachusetts nearly every year from 
1834 until his death, and served as Grand Master 
of Masons in 1855, 1856, and 1860. 


Dr. Winslow Lewis served as Eminent Com- 
mander of Boston Commandery from 1844 to 
1846, was elected Grand Commander of Massa- 
chusetts and Rhode Island in 1858 and reelected 
in 1859. He served as Grand Generalissimo of 
the Grand Encampment of the United States 
of America from 1859 to 1862. 


This distinguished surgeon, legislator, and 
Freemason died at the home of his son-in-law,

HENRY ENDICOTT 


Henry Endicott was born in Canton, Massachusetts 
on November 14, 1824, a member of that branch of the 
Endicott family which originally settled in Wells, Maine, but 


had resided in Canton for more than a hundred and fifty 
years. One of his brothers, Charles Endicott, was State 
Treasurer of Massachusetts for the five years from 1876 to 
1881 having previously been State Auditor from 1870 to 
1876. Another brother, Augustus B. Endicott, was Sheriff 
of Norfolk County for thirteen years. 

Henry Endicott was educated in the public schools of 
Canton and, soon after his marriage in 1851, established 
himself in Boston as a manufacturer of engines and boilers. 
In 1858 he moved his works to Cambridge and soon be- 
came a prominent factor in the business and financial life 
of that city. He was an officer of the Harvard Trust Com- 
pany and the Cambridge Gas Light Company, and was Presi- 
dent of the Cambridgeport Savings Bank. In all these and 
other financial associations he was known and respected for 
all his sterling integrity and business capacity. 

In 1860 Endicott entered the Masonic fraternity in 
Amicable Lodge of Cambridge. He served that Lodge as 
Master from 1864 to 1866. In 1867 he served as Master of 
Mizpah Lodge, then under dispensation, and retained that 
office for two years after the Lodge received its Charter. He 
served two years as District Deputy Grand Master for the 
Fourth Masonic District and, in 1873, was elected Senior 
Grand Warden. He was elected Grand Master of Masons in 
Massachusetts in 1886, 1887, and 1888. 

Endicott was Knighted in Boston Commandery in 
1861 and served faithfully in several elected and appointed 
capacities before being elected Commander for two terms, 
from 1871 to 1873. 

Eminent Sir Endicott suffered from rheumatism dur- 
ing the last years of his life, which prevented him from par- 
ticipation in our meetings. He was our Senior Past Com- 
mander when he died at his home in Cambridge on 
November 8, 1913.
